lemen. 


so HE Letter in the laft Craft/- 
man being owned to be wrote 
by a Gentleman who thinks 
his fingular Situation and Mif- 
fortunes in Life fhould fcreen 
him from Juttice; we will 
fairly examine bis Right to 
plead his Mistortunes ; and his 
Wifdom, to mention his Situation. That this wn- 
fortunate and fingularly fituated Gentleman is the 
Author, appears from this Sentence in the Letter ; 
“ We fpeak on our own Knowledge, when we 
** affirm, that the falfe Imputations which the 
** Accufers bring, are {creen’d trom abfolute De- 
“ te&tion, by nothing bur the Howowr of the Ac- 
“ cufed.” This no Man can fpesk of bis own 
Knowledge, but bimfelf ; noris there a Man upon 
Earth, but the Accufed, who thinks the Accufed 
has any Honour: The Letter wrote by this Perfon 
of Hour, is as full of FalPoods, as the Author of 
it is full of Infamy ; it has indeed a little Art, lefs 
Delicacy, but no Tvuth ; there’s not a Sentence but 
foeaks a Lye, nor a Paragraph but contains Af 
fertions in dive&t Oppofition to Truths as evident 
as the Sun: What he fays of the general Defign 
of Mr. Oldcaftle, of the Principles and Defign ot 
thofe who have remark’d upon him, and bis 
Charaéters of the two Gentlemen, is either abfo- 
lutely falfe, or at leatt unfupported by any Proof; 
which we will immediately fhew. 

The Defign of Mr. Oldcafile, he fays, hath been 
to aflert the Caufe of bis Country, the Caufe of Truth 
and of Liberty; his Letters, it feems, contain no- 
thing but general and inoffenfive Reflections on the 
Nature of Liberty and Faftion: whereas bis Advere 
faries bave declared themfelves, Enemies to the very 
Being of the Writ.th Conffitution ; and to the Prin- 
ciples on which the prefent Eftab! (ment is built, and 
on which alone it cam fiand. Ayein, the Letter- 
Writer fays, He wif prove, without any forc'd Con- 
firuttion of their Words, that thefe Writers and their 
Abettors, ave Enemies to the prefent Eftublifiment. 

After reading thefe Affertions, eipecially the 
Jat, where “iis faid, they wil! prove, 8c. a Man 
would expe to find fome Quotations to fupport what 
is fo confidently advanced; yet not one appears ; 
bar, inftead of Quotations from Minifterial Wri- 
ters, the Proof lies thus. 

“ The Briti> Eftablif>ment is founded on Prin- 

© ciples of Liberty; Mr. Oldcaftle has main- 
* tain'd Principles of Liberty, and his Adverfasies 
** bave defiray'd them ; therefore, judge ye, good 
“ People, who arel:nemies, and who are Friends, 
“to the prefent Effablifhmeot ? Surely, 
** Mr. D'Anwers, there can .semain po man- 
* ner of doubt in the Breaft of any Man, who 
* hath given Attention to this Argument, whee 
ther your Adveifasies, or you, are on the Side 
of Liberty ? 
Whereas this Argument, as "tis wittily call’d, is 
only a downright impudent Affertion, that they 
are for Liberty, and the Musflerial Writers a- 
gaint it ; and thefe ave the Means which they bave 
always employ’d, ARGUMENT AND REA- 
son! 

That Mr. Oldcaftle hath advanced no Principles 
apainf? Liberty, we have always, and do now 
fully own; but at the fame time challenge the 
Writer of this Letter to produce one Paragraph, 
Sentence or Word, in all the Papers we have 
wrote, which are not built upon as large and ful 
Principles of Liberty, as were ever maintained by 
the greateft Afleriers of Liberty. What. is faid 
about Mr. Oldcafile's writing on purpofe to preferve 
Liberty, is all a Jeft: His pretended Defign, indeed, 
was Liberty ; bur bis real Defign, which appears 
through all his thin Difguife, was dbufing the Go- 
vernment and Adminiftration ; for in every Paper 
he has wrote, there are the plaineft Infinuations 
pffible, (if the Senfe of every Man, Friend and 
foe, be bis Meaning,) that the Adminiftration is 
peing.to deftroy our Liberties, and overturn the 
Sonfticutioa. 
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his Defien. 
Oldcajtle, hath not been ag-intt bis pretended De 
fign of reviving Liberty, but againtt bis real De 
fign of abufing the Government ; not againtt his 
Principles, but againft bis Application of thofe 
Principles, and the wile Ufe he hath made of 
them; for he has endeavoured to {catter ‘among 
the People, under the Pretence of fupporting L’- 
berty, the Seeds of Difcontent, and to convey 
into their Minds Sufpicions and Yealoufies, that 
there wese Attempts upon the Conttitution, and 
in favour of Arbitrary Power. This was the 
fcandalous and immoral Intention maniteft in every 
Paper ; fcandalous and immoral, I fay, for “tis 
more thoroughly bafe and wicked to write a- 
gainft, defame, and abufe a Gvod Government, 
than to defend a Bad one. Though Mr. OdM- 
cafile hath not wrote againft the Principles 
of Liberty, he has infamoutly praétifed againft 
them; tor Liberty may be as abfolutely de 

itroy’d, by writing and alfing againft a fiee and 
good Government, as by advancing Principles 
againft Liberty and a free Government. He who 
labours to create Fealoufies, and general Uneafine/s 
againft a good Government, weakens that Go 

vernment; and is a much worfe Man than he who 
defends an ill Government: for defending an ili 
Government, can only continue a Calamity which 

Men have been ufed to ; but the other is a@wall) 

defiroying our Happinefs, (che greateft Happinets in 

ths World, that of Living under Laws and Liberty) 

and introducing Confufion and Mifery: Wor general 
Difcontents have trequently proceeded to Civil 

Wars, and thefe Civils Wars ended in the Deftruc. 

tion of the beft Governments, and the eftablith- 

ing Tysanny. 

Mr. Oldcaftle’s malicious Intention of abufing 
the Government by thefe Hittorical Papers, 
appeard fiom the Beginning ; not only by 
bending and accommodating of the old Hittories, 
and by altering and corruptice ancient Facts, to 
make ‘em fpeak his Anti minifterial Senfe in Ita- 
licks; but from the very Nature of the Work, and 
the Fournal in which the Remarks were printed : 
befides, it would have been the moft abfurd and 
ridicu'ous thing poflible, to retail, im that Paper, 
Scraps of Fnelif Hiftory, which gave the Reader 
a very confufed, if any, Idea of the feveral Reigns, 
only to revive a Spirit of Liberty in a Nation, where 
Liberty fhines forth in full Luftre ; where our 
Laws are facredly preferved, and the Con 
fitution in full Health and Vigour; and a- 
mong a People, who thoroughly underfland the 
Principles of .Liberry, who ave “em warmly at 
Heart, and who will a& up to ti.em too, ifever Oc 
cafions fhould arife. But, enough of this. Every 
Man, who reads publick Popers, krows Mr. Old 
caftle’s Defign was to convey Puifon, and ous co 
expel it: That his Defign was to rewile the Ad- 
miniftration, and infinuate that our Laws and Li- 
berties were in Danger ; an! our Defivn, to defend 
the Acoufed, and to fhew that our Liberties were 


“never move fecure, nor our Conflitution in lefs danger. 


So much for the Writings ; now for the Men. 

The once-noble Perfon, whofe Letter is before us, 
hath underreken to defend the Chara&ters of ano- 
ther Gentleman and bimfelf, (foury I am to find 
them together!) againit the Accufation of Slin 
cesers; who, it feems, have ‘aid that a certain 
Gentleman bath left bis Friends and Party, end is 
urged to oppofe the M——r by the Stines of difap 
pointed Ambition.

appeared fince; which is the Reafon why ‘tis fo 
generally believed, that this Centieman fs urged to 
oppofe she Mi-—r, by Stings of d.j.appotnted Ambition, 
There are no Signs given, that dis Friends and 
Party have left their Principies, or chang d their 
Praéices, buc ate the fame Men as when he 
liv'd in the ftci€teft Friendfhip wich them, and 
joyn'd them in ail their publick ABions ; fo that the 
Change is in him: And becante no Reafon was 
ever yet afligned for that Change, (unlefs whar 
will be a Reafon againft all Miniliers,) the World 


der che Iu.fluence of Paffion; and mov'd only by 
perfonal Refentment, Ambition, or private Interefi. 
For what is urged in his Defence, that be was 
rich when be came into Power, fignifies nothing; 
What Men are rich enough? Does the Poffeffion, 
the large Poffeffion of Money or Power, seltrain Peo- 
ple from defiring on ?——But we forbear fayinz 
any more abour this Gentleman, whom in other 
Refpetts we chink a very worthy Chara&ter; we 
delight not in blackening Reputations ; we abhor 
Defamation ; nor fhouid any thing perfonal ever 
have fullied thefe Papers, had we not been pro- 
voked to it by the undecene and {candalous Ulage 
of the other Gentlemen. 

But the other CharaGer, which the Letter-Wri- 
ter hath endeavoured ‘odefend, cannot be blacken'd;

The Affairs of this Kingdom 
are in fuch Confufion, thac it will puzzle the 
wifeft of Men ro fet them right; and what Turo 
the prefent Difference will take, no one can un- 
dertake to fay. We are adyifed from Seville, chat 
Matters have a more favourable Afpe&t ; but ‘tis 
believed we thall be in a State of Uncertainty, at 
leat till the End of this Month, about which 
time the Britifh Minifter expeéts the Return of a 
Courier he difpatched fome time ago to his Coust. 
An Advice Boat is preparing to fail for Florida, 
which is to carry Difpatches to the feveral Goyer- 
nors in the Spanith Weft-Indies, to be forwarded 
by way of the Havanna, The Delivery of the 
Treafure is not fo much as talk’d of, Bufinefs is 
almoft at an End, for want of both Money and 
Credit to carry iton. Bankrupts happen daily ; 
and in this City three Moutes, fince laft Poft, have 
flopped for about 300,000 Pieces of Eight. 

On the 26th of taft Month, 
the Queas was let Blood by way of Precaution, 
and her Majafty keeps her Chamber for nine Days, 
where Mafs :s faid every Day.

Whereupon 
the Widow prevail’d with her ¢wo Sons to murder 
him.
